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State police 
make arrests on 
local warrants

The Kentucky State Police made several arrests in 
Estill County by serving arrests warrants requested 
by local police officers. 

On Dec. 2, Trooper J. Whitton arrested Kristen Neal, 
24, of North Plum Street and charged her with a Class 
D felony, first degree criminal mischief. 

The warrant states that Neal intentionally dam¬ 
aged a 2008 Toyota Tacoma truck which belonged to 
Leonna Flynn on June 6. The warrant states that a 
metal object was used to make deep scratches down 
both sides of the vehicle. 

There were also large dents in both the driver’s side 
door and the passenger’s side door. Damages to the 
vehicle are estimated at $1,589.64. 

Trooper J. Brewer arrested Tarcia L. Richardson on 
Nov. 28 for a crime she is accused of committing on 
Sept. 2. 

The warrant Brewer served states that Estill Deputy 
Sheriff Karl Rifenbark brought the complaint against 
Richardson, 42, of Crestview Court. It states that on 
or about May 19, Richardson had in her possession 
a stolen check that she attempted to cash at Cash 
Express. The check was written to Richardson in the 
amount of $200. 

Richardson is charged with criminal possession of 
a forged instrument and second degree identity theft, 
both Class D felonies. 

Bail was set at $650 cash. 

Trooper Charles Brandenburg arrested Dewayne K. 
Townsend, 30, of Winchester on Nov.25, charging him 
with theft by unlawful taking. 

The uniform citation prepared by Brandenburg 
states that Townsend admitted to taking items from 
Anthony Pasley of Betsy Lane in Estill County and 
selling them at a Winchester recycling center. 

The items taken were farm equipment, fencing, 
posts and various other metals. Bail was set at $5,000 
cash. 

Trooper Brandenburg also arrested Dewayne K. 
Horn, 43, of Winchester Road. Brandenburg’s report 
states that he went to the residence to investigate a 
report that there was a suicidal male there. 

When the trooper arrived he discovered Horn had a 
handgun in the pocket of his hoodie and when Horn 
was asked to get on the ground he refused and had to 
be physically forced to the ground and handcuffed. 

Brandenburg stated on his report that after Horn 
was arrested, a white powder was discovered in a plas¬ 
tic bag in his wallet. The subject said it was cocaine 
and a field test proved it to be cocaine. 

The report states that after Horn was at the Estill 
County Jail, Brandenburg asked him if he wanted to 
harm himself and Horn said no. 

Horn is charged with first degree possession of a 
controlled substance, first offense; carrying a con¬ 
cealed deadly weapon and resisting arrest. Bail was

On Wednesday evening, 
interested citizens, com¬ 
munity leaders and orga¬ 
nizers from Kentucky 
Riverkeeper met at Cedar 
Village Restaurant to 
discuss extending the 
Kentucky River Water 
Trail from pool nine in 
Madison, Clark and 
Fayette Counties to river 
pools 11 and 12 in Estill 
County. 

Jennifer Haywood of 
Richmond set up the meet¬ 
ing and is a volunteer with 
Kentucky Riverkeeper, an 
organization devoted to 
restoring and protecting 
the river and its tributar¬ 
ies. She was a primary 
organizer of the water 
trail in Madison County 
and is working on a grant 
application for the Estill 
County project. 

The eventual goal is 
to have the Kentucky 


River Water Trail extend 
the entire length of the 
Kentucky River. 

The director of 
Kentucky’s Riverkeeper 
organization, Pat Banks, 
worked closely with 
Haywood to implement the 
water trail on pool nine. 
Banks is also a profes¬ 
sional artist and a board 
member of the Kentucky 
River Authority. 

Banks said the develop¬ 
ment of the trail at pool 
nine has been deemed a 
“smashing success.” 

The project was recog¬ 
nized as one of the top two 
in the state in President 
Obama’s Great Outdoors 
Initiative through the 
US Department of the 
Interior. 

Water trails are defined 
as recreational waterways 
on a river, lake or ocean, 
which contain specific 
access points and some¬ 
times primitive camping 
sites for canoers, kayak¬ 


ers and other small boat 
users. 

Besides recreational 
use, water trails create 
opportunities to educate 
the public about local 
water sources. They pro¬ 
mote good stewardship of 
waterways and preserve 
the natural and cultur¬ 
al heritage of a region. 
Water trails can contrib¬ 
ute to a healthy economy 
by providing opportuni¬ 
ties for eco-tourism. 

Alison Bullock of the 
National Park Service 
also attended the meet¬ 
ing to offer support from 
the Rivers, Trails and 
Conservation Assistance 
Program. 

Bullock explained that 
some parts of the initial 
phases of the project are 
already underway and 
include planning, identi¬ 
fying publically accessible 
lands and taking invento-

A domestic incident resulted in a head injury to an 
Estill County man and the arrest of his daughter. 

Natasha Rogers, 24, of Sweet Lick Road was arrested 
by Estill Deputy Sheriff Russell Morris on Nov. 30. She 
was charged with second degree assault. 

Morris' report states that he was dispatched to 560 
Sweet Lick Road to investigate a report of a domestic 
disturbance. When Morris arrived at the residence he 
observed the victim, identified as “Mr. Young,” stand¬ 
ing in the doorway covered in blood. 

Mr. Young told Morris that Rogers came up behind 
him and hit him in the head with an iron skillet. 
Morris observed a cut on the side of Young's head. 

Rogers fled the scene before Morris arrived. He later 
apprehended her, according to his report, and charged 
her with the assault. She told Morris that Young 
struck her first, but witnesses at the scene said she 
delivered the first blow.

With the sun shin¬ 
ing bright in the cool 
November air, soldiers 
of the 1149th Forward 
Support Company, 
1st Battalion, 149th 
Infantry Regiment, 
310th Expeditionary 
Sustainment Command 
gathered outside their 
tents. On this day, they 
came together to honor 
four of their own soldiers 
with the Purple Heart, a 
decoration that can only 
be earned by sustaining 
injuries in combat. 

Their commander 
recalled how the soldiers 
finished the mission 
after being injured and 
admired their eagerness 
to get back on the roads 
afterward. 

“I'm extremely proud 
of the effort and dedica¬ 
tion it took to complete 
that mission,” said Capt. 
Martin Schaefer, the 
1149th FSC commander 
and a native of Lexington. 
“In their case, they han¬ 
dled it extremely well, 
they didn't want to let 
their soldiers in the (con¬ 
voy escort team) down 
and wanted to get back 
out there.” 

For the four soldiers 
involved, the roadside 
bomb that wounded them 
when it detonated near 
their truck Aug. 29, might 
have been much worse 
were it not for quick 
thinking and good train¬ 
ing. 

“Right when it initially 
happened, it was kind of 
a shock, but honestly, I 
guess training just took 
over,” said Spc. Chris 
Sons, a 23-year-old native 
of Irvine, who was driv¬ 
ing the truck during the 
attack. “I didn't think 
about it a whole lot; I just 
kind of acted.”

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Republicans introduce what 
they call a 'smarter choice' 


Last week Republicans, 
led by Senator Heller, 
introduced what we 
believe is a much smart¬ 
er approach to extending 
the temporary payroll 
tax cut than the one 
proposed by Democrats 
involving permanent tax 
hikes on job-creators. 

Like Democrats, 
we think struggling 
American workers should 
continue to get this tem¬ 
porary relief for another 
year. There's no reason 
folks should suffer even 
more than they already 
are from the President's 
failure to turn this jobs 
crisis around. But there's 
also no reason we should 
pay for that relief by 
raising taxes on the very 
employers we're count¬ 
ing on to help jolt this 
economy back to life. 

We wouldn't be help¬ 
ing anybody by making 
it less likely that small 
businesses actually start 
hiring people again. 

So Senator Heller's 
proposal would achieve 
the same result, the 
same relief, without the 
gratuitous hit on job- 
creators. Even better, 
our plan protects Social 
Security and reduces the 
federal deficit by more 
than $111 billion. 

How do we do it? 

Well, consistent with 
the recommendations of 
the bipartisan Simpson 
Bowles commission, our 
payroll tax plan would 
institute a three-year pay 
freeze on federal civilian 
employees — including 
members of Congress. 

It would also reduce 
the federal workforce 
gradually by 10 percent 
— not by firing anybody, 
but by only hiring one 
replacement for every 
three federal employees 
who leave federal ser¬ 
vice, until the 10 per¬ 
cent reduction that the 
Simpson-Bowles com¬ 
mission recommended is 
reached. 

Our bill would also 
save money by means¬ 
testing Medicare benefits 
for millionaires and bil¬ 
lionaires. 

What's that mean? 

Well, one of the things 
the economic downturn 
of the past few years 
has revealed is that a 
lot of people out there 
are getting a pretty good 
deal from government 
at every level, all on the 
taxpayer's dime. 

Let me give you an 
example. 

Yesterday, a CBS 
affiliate in Philadelphia 
reported that a former 
Philadelphia schools 
superintendent who got 
a nearly $1 million buy¬ 
out in August is now 
putting in for unemploy¬ 
ment benefits. This lady 
got shown the door, got 
$905,000 not to finish 
out her five-year contract 
with the school district, 
and on top of that, she 
now wants the taxpayers 
to subsidize her unem¬ 
ployment benefits, to the 
tune of about $30,000 a 
year. 

Our proposal helps 
minimize this kind of 
thing. 

What we're saying is 
that anybody who makes 
more than a million dol¬ 
lars a year shouldn’t be 
getting an unemploy¬ 
ment check on top of it, 
paid for with the tax dol-

lars of folks struggling 
just to make ends meet. 

No more unemploy¬ 
ment checks or food 
stamps for millionaires. 

And we don't think 
these folks would mind 
having to pay full freight 
on their Medicare premi¬ 
ums either. 

Millions of seniors 
need help covering their 
monthly Medicare premi¬ 
ums; Warren Buffett isn't 
one of them. 

And here's another 
way we think folks like 
Warren Buffett can help 
offset the relief we're giv¬ 
ing working Americans 
through this temporary 
extension of the payroll 
tax cut: our proposal also 
incorporates legislation 
from Sen. Thune that 
would allow people who 
want to voluntarily help 
pay down the federal 
debt to do so on their 
tax return. There would 
actually be a new line 
right on Warren Buffett's 
tax returns enabling him 
or anybody else to give as 
much as they want. That 
way those who want to 
go that route can feel like 
they're contributing in a 
way they want, and small 
business owners who 
want to help our econom¬ 
ic and fiscal situation by 
growing their businesses 
and creating jobs can 
do that too — without 
Washington dictating one 
way or the other. 

This is the kind of bal¬ 
anced plan Americans 
are looking for. 

It's focused on helping 
middle-class Americans 
without asking them 
to fund benefits for the 
wealthiest among us 
— and it does so without 
hamstringing the econ¬ 
omy, as the Democrats 
would, with a permanent 
tax on job creators 

And it also helps 
rein in bureaucracy in 
Washington. Millions of 
Americans have had to 
go without or to live with 
less over the past few 
years, yet all they see 
here is that Washington 
just keeps getting bigger 
and richer. 

It's about time 
Washington took the hit 
for a change. 

So we think this is a 
plan that those who are 
fed up with Washington 
and Wall Street can 
embrace. 

But, as I've said before, 
we're never going to turn 
this economy around as 
long as we're focused on 
these temporary mea¬ 
sures. Yesterday, I out¬ 
lined our vision of a tax 
reform plan that restores 
basic fairness, helps put 
businesses on a level 
playing field, and puts 
our tax rates in line with 
our competitors overseas. 
That's the kind of thing 
that will get this econo¬ 
my charging again. And 
we'll continue to press 
for it. 

Meanwhile, we'll also 
continue to point out the 
things this administra¬ 
tion is doing to prevent 
job creation now. 

Yesterday, Republicans 


drew attention to one of 
the greatest fumbles of 
this administration yet. 

I don't know how many 
Americans are famil¬ 
iar with the proposed 
Keystone XL Pipeline. 
But this is an issue that 
every single American 
should know about. 

The Keystone XL 
Pipeline is the single- 
largest shovel-ready proj¬ 
ect in the entire country. 

It would transport oil 
from Canada to the Gulf 
Coast. 

It's privately funded, so 
it wouldn't cost a dime in 
taxpayer dollars. 

And we're told that its 
approval would lead to 
the creation of 20,000 
jobs immediately. 

This project is enor¬ 
mous. It's a huge job-cre¬ 
ator. And it's ready to go. 

Labor unions love 
this project. Folks in 
the heartland love this 
project. The Chamber 
of Commerce loves this 
project. But here's the 
problem: President 
Obama's getting heat 
from his base over this 
project — especially from 
the very young and very 
liberal voters he'll need 
knocking on doors before 
November. So the State 
Department now says 
they're going to delay 
its approval — even 
though previously they 
were seemingly ready to 
approve it after a three- 
year review, including 
two exhaustive environ¬ 
mental evaluations. 

Here's the bottom line: 
the President has said 
time and again that his 
top priority is jobs. 

Yet here we've got the 
single largest shovel- 
ready project in the 
country, ready to go, 
and he's delaying its 
approval until after the 
election. He's saying he 
doesn't care so much 
about jobs in states like 
Nebraska that he doesn't 
think he'll carry next 
year so he can keep the 
enthusiasm up in states 
he hopes to carry. So I 
think it’s pretty clear 
the President cares less 
about this particular 
boon for job creation than 
in his own job preserva¬ 
tion. And it's wrong. 

There is no reason 
whatsoever to delay this 
project and these jobs by 
another day. 

As the President 
recently put it: 'We've 
got to decide what are 
our priorities. We've got 
to ask ourselves what's 
not just best for me, 
but what's best for us. 
What’s the best way to 
grow the economy and 
create jobs?' 

And that’s why 
Republicans are propos¬ 
ing legislation today 
that would require 
the President either 
to approve this mas¬ 
sive job-creating project 
within 60 days or to 
explain clearly why he 
doesn't think it's in the 
national interest to do 
so. We think the people 
who want to start hir¬ 
ing deserve action, or a 
straightforward explana¬ 
tion from the President 
himself as to why he 
opposes it. Get this 
pipeline going now, Mr. 
President, or get out of 
the way.”

1981 - 30 years ago 

Estill Jail closed by Grand Jury 

Acting on a recommendation of the 
Estill Circuit Court Grand Jury, Circuit 
Judge Edward Jackson ordered last 
Tuesday that the Estill County Jail 
be closed until further notice due to 
“unsafe” and “unhealthy” conditions 
which exist at the jail. 

On Jackson’s instructions, prisoners 
housed in the jail were transferred to 
the Lee County Jail. 


The circuit judge also ordered that 
“any person arrested or apprehended 
for confinement in Irvine or Ravenna 
may be taken to the Lee County Jail or 
the Madison County Jail at the option of 
the arresting officer.” 

The second floor of the local jail has 
been closed since November 7 when a 
fire burned out a cell block and caused 
smoke damage to the rest of the floor. 

The Estill Circuit Grand Jury cited 
the fire as one of its reasons for recom¬ 
mending that the jail be closed.

This week proved to be a productive 
one for both the Engineers and Lady 
Engineers. The boy's team faced off 
against the Cougars of Morgan County 
last Friday night and came away with 
an impressive 55-34 victory The Lady 
Engineers hosted Berea on Monday 
night and won in a close one, 59-53. 

The Cougar’s visit was the Engineers 
home opener for the 2011-2012 season 
and E still took the opportunity to per¬ 
form well for their home fans. The Big 
Blue got off to a quick start in the first 
period with a 13-4 run. The early lead 
was extended to 15 points by the half, as 
Estill outscored the Cougars 14-8 in the 
second quarter for the 27-12 halftime 
lead. 

The Big Blue continued to cruise in 
the second half, outscoring the Cougars 
by six points for the comfortable 55-34 
win. 

Nine Engineers contributed offen¬ 
sively, with Trevor Jones and Trenton 
Jenkins leading the way. Jenkins 
knocked down seven of 12 from the field 
and tacked on two free throws for 16 
points. Jones picked up six points inside 
the arc and nine more from behind the 
three-point line for a 15 point perfor¬ 
mance. The balance of the Engineers 
offense came from Chase Alexander (6), 
Dakota Evans (5), Clay Case (4), Trevor 
Jenkins (3), Greg Stamper (3), Josiah 
Muncie (2) and Caleb Click (1). 

The Lady Engineers’ tangle with 
Berea on Monday night proved to be a 
tough challenge for the Estill ladies as 
they battled to a hard-fought six point 
victory, 59-53. The Estill ladies got off 
to a bit of slow start offensively, allow¬ 
ing Berea to maintain a 14-9 edge after 
the first frame. That five point Berea 


advantage held up at the half, as each 
squad added 14 second quarter points 
for a 28-23 score at the midway point. 

Estill’s veterans helped shift the 
offense into a higher gear in the third 
frame, rallying for 21 big points and 
defensively smothering Berea to over¬ 
take and secure an eight point advan¬ 
tage heading into the final period, 44-36. 
A fourth quarter of strong defense and 
15 additional points allowed the Estill 
ladies to secure the well earned victory. 

Five Lady Engineers contributed on 
the offensive end of the court, with 
Kennedy Flynn leading the way with 
a big 21 point performance. Chelsea 
Honchell was close behind with 17 
points, followed by Julia Harris (11), 
Cassidy Flynn (8) and Jordyn Rose (2). 

The Engineers next home game will 
be against Hazard, on Dec. 13 at 7:30 
p.m. The Lady Engineers will not return 
to their home court until after the holi¬ 
days when they face off against district 
rival Lee County on Jan. 3 at 6 p.m.
